In order to comply with the election of species 
requirement contained in the previous Office action, Apphcant: (1) must elect a single disclosed 
regenerating agent species and a single disclosed contaminant species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable; 
and (2) must indicate which claims are readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
